PoUoy  Was  to  Flfl^t 
"i.  The  aim  of  our  ei^tlre  military, 
and  administrative  policy  durlngr  the 
past  twenty  years  or  so  has  been  a 
battle.  That  Is  the  reason  why  we  are 
bound  relatively  to  have  the  best 
chances  In  one.  On  account  of  our 
numerical  Inferiority  It  wUl  be  nacea- 
aary  to  manoenvro  matters  so  that  we 
need  not  fight  far  away  from  Heligo- 
land.

Erstwhile  German  Financier  Just  He- 
io«««l  From  American  tntenuiMnt 
Oamp  Intends  Qoing  gontfa

von  Alyensleben.  who  used  to  handle 
the  Kaiser's  millions  in  British  Col- 
umbia, hopes  to  recoup  his  shattered 
fortunes  In  South  America,  But  first 
he  wishes  to  come  to  Vancouver  for  a 
Ni>ell.  though  he  realises  th«t-4m-can 
not  hope  to  re-establish  himself  here. 
He  says  he  Is  anxious  to  straighten 
out  some  matters  fOr  former  friends 
In  this  province— then  It  will  be  Rio 
for  him.

Day,  who  lectured 
before  the  AHs  and  Industrial  InsU- 
tuta  last  nlf  ht..  that  ,siii^  of  the 
views  ^jeited  tk  Ote*  aoreen  4n 
lllustratiep  of  the  talk  among 
thriT  flnest  examples  ot  .  lafitern-sllde 
photography  known.

The 
existing  Cathedral,  known  to  Bngllah- 
men  and  to  travellers  from  all  over 
the  world,  having  been  rebuilt  on  the 
sita  of  the  ancient  monastery  church 
of  St.  Augustine,  which  was  almost 
totally  destroyed    by    dro    in  the 
Eleventh  Century,  preeenta  examples 
of  the  Norman  and  later  styles  of 
architecture,  among    the  particular 
features    of    the  great  edifice  being 
mentioned     the     Bell   Harry  Tower, 
built  in   1495;     the     Norman  crypt, 
dating  back  to  1676;    St  Gabriel's 
chapel;  and  the  famous  porch.  In 
some  detail  was  given  the  hlstdry  of 
that  roost  notable  of  events  In  the 
history  of  the  Cathedral,  the  murder 
of  Thomas  a  Becket    In    11  TO.  Sev- 
eral of  the  lantern  slides  showed  the 
wearing  away  of  the  stones  by  the 
multitudes  of  pilgrims  who  in  later 
years  visited  the  shr^  Of  the  sainted 
Archbishop,  and  th*  leetBrMr  did  iqiot 
fail  to  add  something  about  the  pen- 
ance performed  at  the  tomb  by  King 
Henry,  whose  Impetuous  words  were 
directly  responsible  for  the  death  of 
''the  troublesome     iiriest."  Becket's 
crown,  containing  the  stone  chair  on 
which  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury 
have,  been  enthroned  f|rom  time  im- 
naemorial,  was  also  shown. 

Among  other  very  Interesting  slides 
shown  in  the  course  of  the  lecture 
were  several  )f  the  monuments, 
among  them  that  of  the  Black  Prince, 
of  Henry  IV.  and  his  consort;  the 
tomb  of  Cardinal  Morton;  various  as- 
pecta  of  the  iiave^  eholr.  crypts,  etc.. 
all  Illustrating  the  nwrveloua  gmce 
and  richness  of  the  work,  doao  up 
views  of  the  carving  on  some  of  tho 
capitals  of  the  pillars  revealed  sub- 
jects somewhat  uneccleslastlcal  but 
marvellously  executed.  The  speaker 
called  attention  at  several  points  to 
the  mi»tiure  of  arohiteotural  styles  to 
be  found. i|i  the  Cathedtitl.  dlfltereot 
porta  «(  ^il^ilel|i  had  boon  Oomplsted 
at  wldoiy  -Vtvioiis  ttoles.  Wihlle  some 
dated  back  to  the  early  English  and 
Norman,  the  reredos  and  stalls,  for 
instance,  were  modern. 

Mr.  Day  was  accorded  a  very 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  at  the  conclu- 
sion ,of  his  Intarestlng.  address,  the 
operators  of  the  lantern  slides  being
